The keeping of more than one unregistered 
motor vehicle, assembled or disassembled, except by a per- 
son licensed under General Laws, Chapter 140, Section 59, 
on any premises shall not be permitted unless said motor 
vehicle is stored within an enclosed building. 


Section 2. A special permit to keep more than one 
unregistered motor vehicle on any premises not within an 
enclosed building, after a duly called public hearing to 
which all abutters to the premises have received notice, may 
be granted by the Board of Selectmen, if it finds that such 
Keeping (1) is in harmony with the general purposes and 
intent of this By-Law; (2) will not adversely affect the 
neighborhood; and (3) will not be a nuisance. 


Section 3. -All such special permits granted shall limit 
the number of unregistered motor vehicles to be kept on 
the premises by the permit holder, shall not run with the 
land, and shall be limited to a reasonable length of time. 


Section 4. This article shall not apply to motor ve- 
hicles which are designed and used for farming purposes, 
nor shall this article apply to landowners or tenants who 
store motor vehicles out of sight of both abutters and public 
ways. 


Section 5. Whoever violates any provisions of this 
Article of the By-Laws shall be liable to a penalty of Five 
Dollars ($5.00) per day for each day of violation, com- 
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mencing ten days following date of receipt of written notice 
from the Board of Selectmen.

And you are directed to serve this Warrant by posting 
up attested copies thereof at Four Usual Places in said Town, 
seven days at least before the time of holding said meeting. 
Hereof fail not, and make due return of this Warrant, with 
your doings thereon, to the Town Clerk, at the time and 
place of meeting, as aforesaid.

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REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


This committee of nine unpaid citizens is appointed by the Mod- 
erator to study the programs of the various departments of the 
Town. Its first concern is to see that taxpayers receive as much as 
possible for their money. This, on occasion requires checking over- 
enthusiasm, as well as, at other times recommending additional ex- 
penditures for higher quality, better service or greater durability. 


A current problem is that the general level of affluence through- 
out the country encourages both carelessness and extravagance in 
the spending of public money. The part of this which is of greatest 
concern to us lies in the making of commitments for the future. 
Contracts for expenses which will run for years ahead should be 
scrutinized most carefully during times of easy money. 


Elsewhere in this Annual Report are the recommendations 
either pro or con, which the Finance Committee makes concerning 
the various articles under consideration. Each recommendation is 
made by majority vote after all possible information on each prob- 
lem is assembled and discussed exhaustively. We hope you find our 
recommendations helpful as they are not made lightly and are in- 
variably aimed toward our judgment of the best interests of the 
Town of Colrain.

1966 Year of Many Changes 


The first notable change came on April 20th with the retirement 
of Archie Worden, long time Town employee and Supt. of Roads for 
more years than some of you probably remember. 


Archie’s many years of faithful and devoted service left many 
of us totally unprepared to fill this vacancy. 


To Archie we wish a long and happy retirement. 


Donald G. Shearer was hired as Supt. of Roads to fill this 
vacancy. 


On October 14th the sudden death of Donald G. Shearer left 
the whole Town shocked and saddened. ‘Don’, at the time of his 
death was serving as Constable, Chief of Police as well as Road Supt. 
He had previously served fifteen years as a Selectman as well as 
many other civic duties. To his family may we say ‘He served well.” 


Archie Worden, Jr. has since served as Acting Supt. of Roads. 


The dump also underwent some changes this year. A very suc- 
cessful program of exterminating rats was carried out last spring 
under the Supervision of the Department of Interior, Division of 
Fish and Wildlife. We plan to continue this program as conditions 
warrant. 


The tract of land made available to the Town by the Kendall 
Co., was used to relocate the dump. We are very pleased by the 
townspeoples acceptance and cooperation in this project. 


We would like to express our thanks to the Kendall Co., and 
its employees who cooperated in making this land available and 
also donated and erected the fence around the old dump site. 


The purchase of the new 4-wheel drive loader and snow plow 
are proving a very valuable asset for both summer and winter road 
work. 

1966 has been indeed a year of many changes. We thank the 


citizens of Colrain for their cooperation and patience during these 
changes and look forward to their wholehearted support in 1967.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of Griswold Memorial Library: 


Herewith is submitted the report of the librarian for the year 
ending December 31, 1966. 


The Griswold Memorial Library was open 149 days of 5 hours 
each in 1966. During this time 3596 adult books and 2199 juvenile 
books were loaned, making a total of 5795 books, an increase of 
1615 over last year’s library circulation. In addition, Miss Baker, 
Bookmobile librarian, reports a circulation of 1235 books at the 
library and 2698 books at school and other stops in town. There 
were 50 new registrations. 


A total of 120 new books were added to the library. Of the 
new books 28 were adult fiction, 47 non-fiction and 45 juvenile. A 
new thirty volume encyclopedia, the Americana, has been added to 
the reference library. Among the donors of books and magazines 
were Mrs. Evelyn Pennegar, Mrs. Walter Schneider, Mrs. Carl 
Sewall, Herbert Saunders, Clarke Maynard and Royal Davenport. 


The book committee has been active, meeting regularly since 
September. The Boy Scounts, under the leadership of Walter 
Schneider, have assisted in delivering books to shut-ins. 


Reading certificates were awarded to Central School pupils as 
follows: Grade 7- 29 certificates; Grade 6- 2 certificates; and Grade 
5- 8 certificates. 


Observance of National Library Week in March and National 
Children’s Book Week in November was made by the use of movies, 
slides and original posters drawn by the children. 


Several special displays and seasonal topics have been used to 
add interest to the library. 


Mrs. David Pike, librarian since June, 1963, resigned in May. 
Mrs. Clarence O’Brien, who had been working evenings since Jan- 
uary as assistant librarian, and Mrs. William Gammell, another 
member of the board of trustees, assumed the librarian duties at 
that time. Mrs. O’Brien spent three weeks in July at the University 
of New Hampshire taking courses in Public Library Techniques. In 
October she was appointed librarian and Mrs. Gammell was ap- 
pointed assistant librarian. 


We have enjoyed working together, and appreciate the cooper- 
ation of the trustees and townspeople.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


The Board of Health functioned in 1966 as it has in former 
years, maintaining records of reported cases of contagious diseases. 


During the year the Board carried out programs of sanitary 
inspections. 


The annual program of administering the triple toxoids to 
children from six months to school age, was carried out with an 
excellent response on the part of the parents in bringing their 
children for the inoculations. 


The Well-Child Conference sponsored by the Board of Health 
took place in the Colrain School.

We have knowledge of 16 young men from the town comprising 
the District who have entered the Armed Forces during the past 
year. 


Veterans Files continue to grow, we now have 2179 folders on 
veterans from the towns comprising the District. Included in this 
total are several Viet Nam combat veterans. 


On November 3, the size of the District was enlarged to include 
the town of Plainfield. Plainfield will officially enter the District 
on January 1, 1967. The District, with eleven Towns, is one of the 
two largest Veterans Districts in the Commonwealth. 


$28.65 was collected and turned over to the District Treasurer 
for non-veteran photostatic copy work during the year. 


Our public assistance program, or veterans benefits, furnish 
financial aid to 25 families with a total of 46 persons involved. Of 
this total, we received and processed 7 new applcations. $21,028.22 
was expended by the towns. comprising this district. 50% of this 
total is reimbursed to the various towns by the state. 


My thanks to the District Committee for their cooperation and 
guidance during the past year.

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FIRE CHIEF’S REPORT 


During the past year the Fire Department received eleven calls 
for fire, plus forty-four ambulance calls. This. is. very good record 
in comparison with our neighboring towns. Three of our fire calls 
were for assistance to other towns, through the Tri-State Mutual 
Aid System. 


We have added our new portable generator, with two flood 
lights, to our equipment. We had a siren given to us by Kendall 
Mills. This was installed at Foster Streeter’s for use in Griswold- 
ville. The one we had previously installed was not powerful enough 
to do the job we wanted to do. 


We shall try to replace our old Hale portable pump this year. 
There are many improvements needed, but we can not make them 
until we can afford to do so. Our rising school costs continue to 
hold other town improvements to a minimum. 


Our facilities at the Fire Station leave much to be desired, for 
the proper care and maintainance of our equipment. 


During the year I have noted: many infractions of the rules 
and regulations, in regard to oil burners and oil storage. 


It is unlawful to sell or use a secondhand space heater. These 
heaters are outlawed in this state. Anyone: who cleans, adjusts, or 
installs oil burning equipment shall have a certificate of competency. 
This regulation is not being adhered to. All applications to install 
oil burning equipment should be made before the installation is 
started, not after it is done. All open air fires require a permit 
from the Fire Chief, twelve months of the year. 


These rules and regulations are made for your protection. Let’s 
adhere to them and keep our town Fire Safe.

In accordance with your instructions, I have made an audit 
of the books and accounts of the town of Colrain for the fiscal 
year 1965, the following report being submitted thereon: 


The recorded financial transactions of the several departments 
receiving or disbursing money for the town or sending out bills for 
collection were examined, checked, and verified. 


The surety bonds of the town officials required to furnish them 
for the faithful performance of their duties were examined and 
found to be in proper form. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined 
and checked. The recorded receipts were analyzed and checked 
with the records of the departments collecting money for the town 
and with other sources from which money was paid into the town 
treasury. The payments were compared with the warrants approv- 
ed by the board of selectmen authorizing the treasurer to disburse 
town funds, and the cash balance on January 26, 1966 was proved 
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by reconciliation of the bank balance with a statement furnished by 
the bank of deposit, by inspection of the savings bank book, and by 
actual count of the cash in the office. 


The records of payroll deductions on account of Federal and 
State taxes, the county and teachers’ retirement systems, Blue Cross 
and Blue Shield, and group insurance were examined and checked. 
The deductions were listed, the payments to the proper agencies 
were verified, and the balances in the general treasury on January 
26, 1966 were proved. 


The payments on account of maturing debt and interest were 
checked with the amounts falling due and with the cancelled secur- 
ities and coupons on file. The coupons outstanding on January 26, 
1966 were listed and checked with the amount on deposit in the 
bond and coupon account. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the invest- 
ment of the trust and investment funds in the custody of the town 
treasurer and the library treasurer were examined and listed. The 
income was proved and all other transactions were verified. 


The records of town and district tax titles and tax possessions 
were checked with the accounts of the tax collector and with the 
records at the Registry of Deeds. The reported redemptions and 
sales were compared with the treasurer’s recorded receipts, and the 
tax titles on hand were listed and proved. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and 
checked in detail. The town and district tax and excise accounts 
outstanding at the time of the previous examination, together with 
all subsequent commitments of taxes and excise, were audited and 
proved with the assessors’ warrants. The recorded collections were 
checked, the payments to the town and district treasurers were 
verified, the abatements were compared with the assessors’ records 
of abatements granted, the taxes transferred to tax titles were ver- 
ified, the outstanding accounts were listed and proved, and the cash 
on hand January 26, 1966 was proved by actual count. 


Verification of the outstanding accounts was made by mailing 
notices to a number of persons whose names appeared on the books 
as owing money to the town, and from the replies received thereto 
it appears that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The financial transactions of the town clerk were examined 
and checked. The receipts for dog and sporting licenses, as well as 
from gasoline registrations, were checked with the records of li- 
censes issued. The payments to the treasurer and to the Division 
of Fisheries and Game were verified, and the cash on hand January 
26, 1966 was proved by actual count.

The appropriations as voted by the town meetings were listed 
from the town clerk’s records and compared with the aggregate ap- 
propriations raised by the assessors in the computation of the tax 
rate for 1965. 


The records of receipts of the board of selectmen and the sealer 
of weights and measures, as well as of the highway, public welfare, 
veterans’ services, and school departments, and of all other depart- 
ments collecting money for the town or sending out bills for collec- 
tion, were examined and checked with the treasurer’s cash receipts, 
and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved. 


The books and accounts of the treasurer of the Griswold Mem- 
orial Library 'were examined. The receipts and payments were 
checked, and the cash balance on January 26, 1966 was proved by 
reconciliation of the bank balance with a statement furnished by 
the bank of deposit. 


Ledger accounts were compiled, and a balance sheet, which is 
appended to this report, was prepared showing the financial condi- 
tion of the town on December 31, 1965. 


On behalf of my assistants and for myself, I wish to express 
appreciation for the cooperation extended by all town officials dur- 
ing the progress of the audit.

REPORT OF SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT 


To the citizens of the Town of Colrain I hereby submit the 
annual school report for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1966: 


This will be the last year that the program at the Colrain 
Central School will continue as it is. Next year grades 7 & 8 will 
be going with the senior high school students to the new Mohawk 
Trail Regional High School. Then we will be in the position to offer 
a Kindergarten program which is so essential in today’s society 
since there is just too much material to be covered for beginners 
to be able to finish a readiness program as well as a first grade 
program all in one year. The Colrain School Committee has voted 
to establish a Kindergarten program next fall. I would also hope 
that we would be able to offer an adequate physical education pro- 
gram with at least a physical fitness program, since we will have 
a spare classroom. It might also be possible to develop a school 
library. These are areas which are possibilities which will continue 
to be investigated with a firm recommendation made in the near 
future. 


Colrain faces a decision. School Union #9 comprising the Towns 
of Buckland, Colrain, and Shelburne will either be dissolved, ef- 
fective June 30th, 1967, or Colrain will bear the entire cost of the 
School Union #9 administration. This will be due to the fact that 
both Buckland and Shelburne, members of the Buckland-Shelburne 
Regional School District and members of the Mohawk Trail Region- 
al School District, will have no need for Union #9 and hence would 
pay only a nominal share in the operation of Union #9 in the future. 
I feel it would be impractical and unwarranted for Colrain to hire 
a Superintendent of Schools by itself and operate alone. There are 
two other alternatives. One possible solution would be to vote to 
join the Buckland-Shelburne Regional School District which would 
require a vote of the Town of Colrain and correspondingly favorable 
votes from the Towns of Buckland and Shelburne. The only other 
possible solution would be to have the Colrain School Committee 
vote to ask the Charlemont Union, which is School Union #21, to 


allow Colrain to become a member of Union #21. Facts and figures 
outlining the possible solutions have been circulated for your study. 
You will be given an opportunity at a public forum to ask any 
questions concerning this important matter. The Superintendent of 
Schools strongly recommends that the Town of Colrain vote to join 
the Buckland-Shelburne School District for grades K through 6. By 
doing so, you would be able to offer the pupils from Colrain some 
services that would not be available under a union situation. 
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The steps to be taken would be as follows: 


1. Decide whether the ownership of Colrain Central School 
should remain with the town or be turned over to the 
School District. 


2. Ask School Buildings Assistance Bureau to draw up pro- 
posed amendments with the yearly cost to the town to 
be based on the October 1st census in the district appor- 
tioned among the three towns. 


3. Have the Town of Colrain vote on the amendment. 


If Colrain votes favorably, have Buckland and Shelburne 
vote on the amendment. 


If the amendment is defeated in any one of the three towns, 
then the Town of Colrain School Committee should ask Union #21 
for permission to join the union. If Union #21 approves of this step, 
then it would be necessary to ask the State Department of Educa- 
tion for their approval. If Colrain were turned down by Union #21, 
or by the State Department of Education, it would be necessary for 
Colrain to operate alone. This eventuality probably would not be 
allowed to happen by the State Department of Education. 


Next year when the Mohawk Trail Regional High School is 
operating, all our secondary academic pupils will be going to this 
school. No longer will pupils be able to go to schools of their choice 
upon an approval of the School Committee. With the completion of 
the Mohawk Trail Regional High School, we will have the plant and 
facilities to offer a new, modern curriculum based on the needs of 
the pupils of this area and taking into consideration their individual 
differences in the types of courses offered. 


The vocational student still will have to go to a school where- 
ever he can get accepted and arrange for his own transportation. 
The Mohawk Trail Regional School District will be responsible for 
his tuition and reimbursement of his transportation. However, we 
should all be looking forward to the time when the French King 
Regional Vocational Technical School is operating. Only then will 
it be possible for us to offer to our pupils an adequate vocational 
program. 


At this time we have a program financed entirely through the 
Federal Government through some of the new Federal Aid to Edu- 
cation Laws. We have the services of a School Adjustment Counselor 
and a Remedial Arithmetic Teacher. At this time I am still looking 
for a Remedial Reading Teacher. These special programs, it is 
hoped, will help pupils with problems to overcome the problems and 
be able to function adequately in the regular classroom.

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REPORT OF MOHAWK TRAIL 
REGIONAL SCHOOL DISTRICT COMMITTEE 


1966 has been a very busy year for the Mohawk Trail Regional 
District School District Committee. We have, in addition to our 
regular meetings on the 2nd and 4th Wednesday of each month, had 
many special meetings dealing with the selection of various school 
personnel such as clerk-of-works, superintendent of schools, and the 
principal of the school. In addition to the selection of personnel, 
special meetings have been called to open contractors’ sub-bids and 
general bids. Prior to the vote of bond issue for the construction 
of the new school, the meetings had been held at the Hawlemont 
Regional School in Charlemont on the 2nd Wednesday of each month 
and Buckland-Shelburne Regional School on the 4th Wednesday of 
each month. On the 22nd of June, we voted to hold all future meet- 
ings at the Superintendent’s Office at 17 Bridge Street in Shelburne 
Falls. 


Areas covered this year are as follows: 


SITH CLEARANCE 

On January 12th, 1966 the logging subcommittee recommended 
to the full committee that the clearing of the site be awarded to 
Charles R. Deane of Bernardston who submitted the high bid of 
$1,391.91 for approximately 115,800 board feet of standing timber. 
Mr. Deane proceeded very shortly after the award of the contract 
and completed his work prior to the 1st of May of 1966. 


BUILDING CONTRACT 


On March 7th, 1966 the Committee received final approval for 
working drawings from the School Buildings Assistance Commission. 
This enabled the Committee to vote on the 10th of March, 1966 to 
advertise for bids. The sub-bids in fifteen areas of construction were 
called for and opened on March 24th, 1966. We received a minimum 
of two bids in each of the sub-contractors’ bids. General bids were 
called for and opened on March 31st, 1966. There were three general 
contractors’ bids with M. I. O’Connor, Inc. of Northampton the appar- 
ent low-bidder. At a special committee meeting called for March 
31st, the Committee voted to incur debt in the amount of $2,530,000. 
This amount is in addition to the previous authorization of $175,000 
for preliminary expense. With this action completed, the towns com- 
prising the District were notified and all called a special town meeting 
for April 12th, 1966 to approve the Committee’s actions. The vote 
in the various towns was favorable in all respects. The next step was 
to obtain approval of the Emergency Finance Committee in Boston. 
This was done, and on April 27th the contract was awarded to M. I. 
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O’Connor, Inc. for the bid amount of $2,370,228. The contractor then 
moved his men and equipment on the site and commenced construct- 
ion on May Ist, 1966. At this writing, most of the steel has been erect- 
ed, the classroom wing is enclosed with the exception of the windows 
which should be installed in the very need future, and work on the 
buildings will proceed through the winter months. All athletic fields 
have been completed and seeded. Septic tank and leaching fields are 
completed. The first course of hot-topping has been applied to all 
areas to be paved. 


PERSONNEL 


During April it was the vote of the committee that we should 
advertise for a clerk-of-works. We received twelve applications from 
persons living in the area who were interested in this position. After 
an interview with each one, it was the choice of the Committee on 
May 3rd to hire Mr. Harold Schechterle of 3 Gardner Avenue, Shel- 
burne Falls to be the clerk-of-works. Mr. Schechterle commenced 
duties on the site on May 9th, 1966. 


After many interviews, it was the choice of the Committee, at a 
Special Committee Meeting on the 10th of June, 1966, to offer the 
position of Superintendent of Schools to Mr. Roy A. Bither, Jr. Mr. 
Bither accepted the position and was employed to start on the 15th 
day of July, 1966. This action created a problem for School Union # 
9. The Union Committee recommended to Mohawk that we share the 
services and expenses of Mr. Bither until June 30th, 1967. This the 
Committee voted to do, and Mr. Bither is currently serving as Sup- 
erintendent of Schools for Mohawh and School Union #9. 

Mrs. Leona Parker of Charlemont was hired as Chief Clerk of 
the Superintendent’s Office. Miss Edith Bills of Greenfield was hired 
as a full time Clerk, and Mrs. Eleanor Baker of Buckland and Mrs. 
Beverly Prentice of Shelburne Falls serve as part-time Clerks. 


Mr. Herbert S. Merritt of Conway was engaged as Principal of 
the Mohawk Regional School to commence duties in January, 1967. 


BOND ISSUE 


With the vote of the Member Towns in April authorizing the 
committee to incur debt for the construction of the school, our next 
logical step was to prepare a Bond Issue. It was voted to sell the 
bonds on July 15th, 1966, and bond bids were advertised and received. 
The bids were opened in Boston in June, and were sold to the lowest 
bidder, a syndicate headed by the National Shawmut Bank of Boston, 
and including the Connecticut Bank & Trust Company, Blair & Com- 
pany, Reynolds & Company, and M. Lamb & Company at accrued 
interest of 4%. 


SUBCOMMITTEES 


Active subcommittees during the year have been a By-Laws 
Subcommittee that prepared recommendations for the operation of 
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committee meetings. The By-laws were presented to the Committee 
in August and adopted. 


A Budget Subcommittee was appointed consisting of Ralph 
Wells, Buckland, as chairman, Harold Harris of Shelburne, and G. 
M. Phelps of Ashfield to assist the Superintendent in preparation of 
the budget for the year 1967. 


A Transportation Subcommittee consisting of Bernard Shippee, 
Buckland, chairman, G. M. Phelps of Ashfield, and Miss Doris Askew 
of Charlemont is currently working on the transportation problems. 
that the committee will encounter when the Mohawk opens in Sept- 
ember. 


OPHRATING BUDGET 


The Committee has adopted a capital budget of $253,200 and 
transferred $33,200 from surplus to make the 1967 assessment to the 
Member Towns for capital expenditures of $220,000. An operating 
budget for 1967 in the amount of $313,792 was adopted. To this we 
transferred $3,792 from surplus, making the 1967 assessment to the 
Member Towns for the operating costs of $310,000. A financial re- 
port and balance sheet of the District Treasurer appears elsewhere 
in this Town Report. 


EDUCATIONAL RESPONSIBILITY 


On September 14, 1966 the Committee voted to assume educational 
responsibility of the Member Towns for grades 7 through 12, effect- 
ive July 1, 1967. This action was required by the Agreement. This 
action furthur enabled the local school committee to budget for half 
of the school year 1967 and Mohawk to budget for the remainder 
of the year. 


NON-THACHING STAPF RETIREMENT 

In July of 1966 the Committee voted to adopt Sections 1 through 
28 of Chapter 32 of the General Laws. This Chapter and Sections 
pertain to a Contributory Retirement System for non-teaching staff. 
The statutes allow a district, political subdivision, or municipality 
to join a County or State Retirement System only on the first of 
July or the first of January. With this action, our non-teaching 
staff personnel will join a Retirement System effective January 1, 
1967. 


PLAINFIELD 

In October of 1966 the Plainfield Board of Selectmen and School 
Committee forwarded a letter asking for admittance of the Town of 
Plainfield to the Mchawk Trail Regional District. On October 26, 
the Committee initiated action to adopt a second amendment to the 
District Agreement providing for the entry of the Town of Plainfield 
into the District. On November 10th, Plainfield adopted the District 
Agreement with Amendments I & II by a 36-0 vote, and prior to 
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November 30th, 1966 the eight towns comprising Mohawk voted to 
accept Amendment II, thereby increasing the size of the District to 
nine towns. 


COMMITTHH PERSONNEL 


With annual town meetings in February, Mrs. Harriet Daven- 
port of Shelburne did not run for School Committee, and Mr. H. 
Michael Smith was appointed as the Shelburne School Committee 
representative to Mohawk. Mrs. Helen Call of Colrain did not run 
for re-election, and Mr. Edwin Slowinski of Colrain was elected a 
member of the Mohawk District. At the Committee Organizational 
Meeting in April, Mr. Clement H. Record of Ashfield was elected 
Chairman. Mr. Guy Manners, Jr. of Shelburne was elected Vice- 
chairman. Mr. Ralph W. Wells of Buckland was elected Treasurer, 
and Mrs. Harriet Theuer of Hawley was elected Secretary. Mr. Robert 
Wishart of Shelburne moved to the Cape Cod area in May of 1966, 
and Mr. Harold Harris was appointed to succeed him on the Mohawk 
Committee. In September, 1966 our Secretary, not only on the Moh- 
awk for the past years, but for the original Planning Committee, 
Mrs. Harriet Theuer of Hawley, resigned, having moved out-of-state 
into New York. Mrs. Forrest Gracy of Hawley was appointed to 
succeed her. In November, Mr. Wayne Shippee of Buckland resigned 
from the Committee, and Mr. Kendall Abbott was appointed to 
succeed Mr. Shippee. Mrs. Rita S. Day of Ashfield was engaged by 
the Committee in October to be Committee’s Secretary. With the ad- 
mittance of the Town of Plainfield to the District in December, Mrs. 
Mildred Dostie was appointed by the Plainfield School Committee 
to be the representative to Mohawk. 


STUDENT COUNCIL ACTIVITIES 


The Student Councils of the area schools have organized into a 
Student Committee to assist the Mohawk Committee in various 
phases of planning for the new school. Their first action has been to 
present proposals for school colors for approval of the Mohawk Com- 
mittee. This action has not been completed as of this writing. The 
students of the various schools are to be commended for their action 
and are urged to continue their efforts in easing the problems of 
transition from the existing school to the Mohawk. 


CONCLUSION 


The cooperation of the Committee and area school personnel 
has been excellent during the past year. There are many problems 
to be solved prior to opening Mohawk in September but, with the 
continued support and encouragement all problems can be over- 
come, and the children of the towns comprising the Mohawk Dist- 
rict will enter a school of which everyone can be justly proud.

FRENCH KING REGIONAL VOCATIONAL 
SCHOOL DISTRICT 
REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT-DIRECTOR 


To the French King Regional Vocational District School Committee: 


In submitting this, my first annual report, my chief regret is 
that circumstances beyond our control have prevented us from 
making the progress I had anticipated when I began last March. 
Any delays in construction of a school are costly to the taxpayer 
but even more costly to the students in need of its offerings. 


Concurrently with the establishment of office facilities at 474 
Main Street in Greenfield, selection of a secretary and development 
of office procedure we were involved in the selection of a site for 
the school. I would like to commend the site committee for the 
thorough manner in which they went about this and for the consid- 
eration at all times of both the educational and financial aspects 
involved. 


Several locations within the five mile radius limit of the agree- 
ment were considered. These were reduced to three, the Prondecki- 
Dorsey site on Route 2 near the French King Motel, the Mitzkovitz 
site on Route 63 near Weatherhead’s Motel — both in Erving, and 
the Mackin site on Adams Road in Greenfield near the junction with 
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Route 2. Professional appraisals of these properties were secured, 
they were rated by our selected architectural firm of Korslund, Le- 
Normand and Quann and test holes for drainage were dug under 
supervision of the State Department of Public Health for their 
rulings in regard to sewage disposal. Several meetings were held 
with town officials from both Greenfield and Erving, State Depart- 
ment officials and others. On June 23, 1966 the site committee 
recommended the Prondecki-Dorsey site and this was adopted by 
the general committee. 


In order to further substantiate the proposals of the planning 
committee in regard to course offerings surveys were conducted 
concerning (1) the present occupations of the residents of our region, 
(2) the present and expected needs of employers in our region, the 
state, and country as a whole and (3) the occupations desired by 
present 7th and 8th graders in our region. 


Educational Specifications for the new school were drawn up 
with the help of the educational specifications sub-committee whose 
members devoted many hours to this task. The committee was 
faced with a problem in that they saw need for change in the tra- 
ditional vocational programs as well as evidence of this change on 
a national level but realized that certain of these changes were not 
yet approved in Massachusetts. To meet this problem the educa- 
tional specifications were purposely written such that they would 
provide for these changes, while at the same time being non-specific 
enough to permit acceptance within the restrictive rules and regu- 
lations presently in effect. 


Because our ideas and concepts of vocational education differ 
from what has been the accepted pattern in the past and because 
we would offer what we conceive to be a program better suited to 
meet the needs of students, but have not as yet spelled out in detail 
the many facets of these programs, there are those who have seen 
fit to voice non-acceptance or serious doubt concerning them. It is 
an accepted point that many more details of both construction and 
operation of the school will need to be worked out prior to its 
opening, however, this need not delay submission of the educational 
specifications to architects for preparation of preliminary plans. 


Following the July 21 vote of the committee regarding a Pre- 
liminary Bond Issue of $225,000.00 the selectmen in all member 
towns were notified of their right to hold a special town meeting 
within 30 days for consideration of the matter. Such a meeting was 
held in the Town of Leverett and the committee action disapproved. 
Subsequently Leverett voters petitioned for withdrawal from the 
District. Following preparation of an amendment to the agreement 
by the vocational committee several towns have approved this 
withdrawal in special town meetings. Others will include this matter 
for action at special or regular town meetings in the near future. 
Until such time as all member towns have approved the withdrawal 
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as provided in the amendment the Town of Leverett is still a 
member. Since this apparently will not occur prior to the end of 
December 1966 it is expected that Leverett will be included in the 
apportionment of operating costs for 1967. 


Loss of the Preliminary Bond Issue by Leverett’s vote in August 
caused considerable delay in the progress of the school. This be- 
cause of the mere mechanics of a town’s withdrawal and the fact 
that the withdrawing town remains a member until voted out by 
all member towns. This effectively prevents consideration of anoth- 
er bond issue until the Leverett situation has been resolved. 


It was hoped that the $225,000.00 in planning monies would 
enable actual hiring of the architects, optioning of land, and the 
making of topographical surveys and test borings in the early fall 
of 1966. This would have made it possible to proceed with the draw- 
ing of building plans during the winter months at the same time 
that the other details of operation previously mentioned were being 
worked out. Due to circumstances beyond our control this was not 
possible. 


We are not now as close to the time of opening the school as 
we had expected to be at this time. This is especially regrettable 
from the students point since they are the ones who need the school 
and suffer most from its lack of being. That our area needs a 
regional vocational program in operation many of us agree. Cir- 
cumstances beyond our control may hinder the achievement of this 
goal but with the need recognized by the residents of our member 
towns and the dedicated efforts of our committee members I feel 
certain we shall achieve such a program. 


For the cooperation and consideration given the school and 
myself I thank both committee members and town officials who 
have proved most helpful.
